Akron, 0., Aug. 24.— LewU Peck, 
the Akron nrgro. accompaniol l y 
Dr. A. K. Fouser, of Akron and Siu-i- 
IS MoConnvll of Cuyahoga countr. 
was hurried out of the Jail at Clpvf 
land and driven rapidly to the rni ni 
railway station, where the party 
boarded a Clereland, Akron and Co- 
lumbus train for Akron. Prosecutor 
Wanamaker conveni'd the grand jury 
during the afternoon and an indid- 
mcnt WM returned againat Peck. 

Just after leaving Cuyahoga Falls, 
while the traiu waa en route from 
Clereland to Akron, Peck begged Pria- 
onkeeper Washer to bhoot hint (Peck) 
*iMtanUy In the event a mob waa 




awaiting at Akron. Peck's fright in- 
creased as the train neared Akron. 
He begged piteously to be shot if a 
mob threatened. Washer did not con- 
sent. 

The train carrying Peck arriv?! 
bere at S:SO p. m.. A carriage was 
waiting at the railway station and 
Peck was quickly bundled into It. 
•Inthree minutes the court li msf wa.- 
reached and Peck waa taken in at the 
rear door. There waa a atlr caused 
by the soldiers crowding to th" 
rear of the court room. Judge D. J. 
Nye of Blyria presided. He arrived 
ia Akron at nopo^ that purpose. 

Two mlnotea after Peck reached th<^ 
court Deputy Sheriff VA Hershey read 
the indictment. Peck stood up witli 
manacled hands. He pleaded guilty in 
a Arm voice. His worn eyes shifted 
oenrously about the room. He sat 
down and Prosecutor Wanamaker 
whispered with him briefly. 

Then Judge Nye said: "Mr. Peck. 
70U have heard' the indictment read 
charging yoa witb riipe. Too hare 
pleaded gvUtr. XOtt aajrtUag to 

•ay?" 

"I hare nothing to say, «acept that 
I tbro>w myself on the ui<iKy of the 
court," replied Peck. 

Coutlnuini; Judge Nye said: "In 
orimes such as that which you havi" 
pleaded guilty there is but one penal- 
ty provided. That is Imprisonment 
for life. It is the Judgment of thp 
the court that you Ix' i .)iiflned in t'a 
penitentiary (or life. You must pay 
tbe costs of this ppoceeding."

Mentiioiiiug the reputation of New 
Jersey in connection with mosquitos, 
the bulletin says there Is a constant 
cair-:.igi' inland from the m.arshy oast 
of nios(juito>, the railway trains sicni- 
ug to be till' mo.;t inip 'rtant nuj.le of 
conveyance. Many of the cars contain 
mosquitos by the hundreds. In this 
way even mountain res ;i rs cct lii' ir 
supply of lowland nio.-iiuitus. and 
with the Impravement of railway ser- 
vice and the increase in the number uf 
through ears, the danger is constantly 
increasing. The source o.' sujipiy t j 
distant points where mo.^quilos are 
ordinarily rare, is thus kept up: 

About 250 specimens of mosquitos 
are known, of which only about 30 
have been found in the United St ites. 

The report says that of the rt .nedies 
in use in houses the burning of pyre 
thrum powder and the catching of 
mosquitos on the walls in kerosene 
cups are prob.ihly tlie W~\. m xt to a 
thorough .screening and mosquitobar 
about the bed. The remedies for bites 
are glycerine, a lump of Indigo and 
household ammonia.

caipital. While It is recognized il, .l a 
withdrawal of the forces fr.jni Peking 
might be h.iih d witl) sat!-: let. on .1) 
this country, it is believed tiiu moral 
effect in China and Europe and upon 
tbe Chinese would be bad and would 
ue interpreteil in China as a rct:eat. 

Plan.^: are l;c!ng made to furnish 
supplies to tiie United States troops 
in Peking.

"Gentlemen, I'm a Uepuhlican, and 
when I waa aworn I felt that Caleb Pow- 
ers was an innocent man, bnt the teeti^ 
rnony ban convinced me that there was a 
conspiracy to kill Uoebel, and tbat POw- 
en waa one of the eonspiratora." ■ 

Porter is one of the most highly re- 
spected and inhueutial citizens of bcott 
County, and made speeebee last fall tor 
W. S. Taylor.
